was told today. 

Two men suggested on two oc- 
casions late in 1949 that the May 
company hire Boyle, then Demo- 
cratic national chairman, the 
Post-Dispatch informant said. He 
named them as Lee B. Schu- 
macher of Kirkwood, a metal- 
lurgist and building supply dealer, 
and George C. Bolz of Clayton, 
a dredging contractor. 

Effort to Buy Nickel Plant. 

At that time, Schumacher and 
Bolz were associated with Boyle 
in a persistent but ultimately un- 
successful attempt to buy from 
the Government a $33,000,000 war 
surplus nickel plant in Cuba. Dis-

a 10 per cent fee, or about $1,000,- 
000, in representing the firm be- 
fore the Treasury Department. 
The suggestion was rejected flat- 
ly by executives of the company, 
which operates Famous-Barr here 
and department stores in other 
cities. . 

Boyle’s associates explained 
that they hoped to use the $1,000,- 
000 which they thought he would 
get from the May company as 
down-payment on the nickel piant. 

Finnegan In on Ventaure.- 

Also associated with Boyle, 
Schumacher and Bolz in the ven- 
ture to buy the plant was James 
P, Finnegan, then collector of in-| 
ternal revenue here, in whose of- 
fice the May company had filed 
its claim for a tax refund. Fin- 
negan, already under indictment 
on charges of accepting bribes 
and other misconduct in office, is 
still under investigation by the 
federal grand jury. 

The jury has heard from sev- 
eral witnesses who had knowledge 
of the Nicaro deal and the ap- 
proach to the May Company. 
Among the witnesses were Schu- 
macher, Bolz, heads of the May 
Company and executives and em- 
ployes of Touche, Niven, Bailey 
& Smart, accounting firm retained 
both by the May Company and by 
Bolz in his dredging business. 

Schumacher and Bolz had lunch 
with a veteran employe of the 
accounting firm one day late in 
1949. They discussed a $625,000 
claim by Bolz against the Gov- 
ernment for some dredging work 
on the Mississippi river. 

In the course of the conver- 
sation, Bolz said that Boyle would 
help him collect the claim. Bolz 
and Schumacher then suggested 
that if the May Company hoped 

to win its large claim against the 
Government it should retain 
Boyle also. Describing Boyle’s in- 
fluence, they told the accountant 
he was a Kansas City lawyer “very 
close to” President Truman, 
Accountant Surprised. 


This suggestion that the May} 


Company hire Boyle came as a 
great surprise to the aecountant 
because he could not understand 
how Bolz and Schmuacher knew 
of the tax claim, since such claims 
normally are confidential infor- 
mation. 

Nevertheless, the accountant re- 
garded the conversation as so sig- 
nificant that he reported it im- 
mediately to his superiors, Edwin 
H. Wagner Sr. and Edwin Wag- 
ner Jr., partners in the firm.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29—A rec-

Contempt of Congress {is pun- 
ishable bya sentence of one year 
in prison and a fine of $10,000. 


. Lawyer Forcibly Removed. 

The subcommittee’s recommen- 
dation followed a stormy hearing 
today at which first Maloney was 
forcibly removed from the room, 
and Grunewald then refused to 
answer any questions. 

Maloney, a former assistant 
United States Attorney in New 
York, was ejected at the direction 
of subcommittee Chairman Cecil 
R. King (Dem.), California, 
the lawyer had repeatedly inter- 
rupted the proceedings of the 
subcommittee with objections he 
was not entitled to make under 
its rules. 

The vote to recommend a con- 
tempt citation for Grunewald was 
unanimous, with the six members 
of the seven-man subcommittee 
who were present voting for it. 
The vote on Maloney was five to 
one, with only Representative Eu- 
gene J. Keogh (Dem.), New York, 
voting against it. 


‘No Further Statement.’ 

After Maloney had been re- 
moved, Grunewald was given an 
hour to obtain other counsel, if 
he chose. He returned after the 
lapse of an hour and read a brief 
statement: 

“In view of the fact that the 
committee has deprived me of my 
right to be represented by coun- 
sel of my own choosing, I will 
make no further statement before 
this committee.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (AP)— 
The House Judiciary Committee

The investigation will be made 
by seven members of the com- 
mittee, four Democrats and three 
Republicans, to be designated by 
Chairman Celler (Dem.), New 


York. 

It was ordered at a closed ses- 
sion of the committee and by a 
vote members would not disclose. 
Republicans had urged that the 
inquiry be ordered, as a follow- 
up to disclosures of Government 
tax scandals. 


*‘Non-Political’ Inquiry. 

The resolution adopted by the 
committee requires no further 
action by the House. It stipulates 
that the investigation be “non- 
political” and be confined to 
“credible” testimony, not to mere 
suspicion. 

Another House committee, a 
subcommitte2 of the ways and 
means group headed by Repre- 
sentative King (Dem.), California, 
already is investigating the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau.

CAIRO, Jan, 29 (AP)—Strong 
squads of soldiers and police pa- 
troled the debris-strewn . streets 
of downtown Cairo today as the 
new Government of Premier Aly 
Maher imposed order on the city 
after last weekend’s outburst of 
anti-British violence. 

Egyptian officials announced 
that three violators of the strict 
9 p.m. to 6 a.m. curfew were 
killed and six injured last night. 

Police and soldiers with rifles 
at the ready sharply challenged 
anyone abroad. Only a few whose 
work made it necessary for them 
to be on the streets during the 
night were given passes. 

The curfew order to soldiers 
and police was to shoot on sight 
any persons appearing outdoors 
at night. 

Death List Rises to 67. 

Five more bodies were found 
in the ruins of the British Turb 
Club and Shepheard’s Hotel to- 
day, bringing to at least 67 the 
total dead in Saturday's rioting 
and burning by mobs. Fire bri- 
gades still played hoses on smol- 
dering ruins of some fires. 
Flames, still were flaring from 
Shepheard’s.

MIAMI, Fla., Jan. 29—A new 
pattern of terrorism, stemming 
from racial and religious tensions 
and encouraged by bigotry 
fanned by the Ku Klux Klan, is 
spreading through the South and 
has emerged in other sections 
where housing problems aggra- 
vate racial conflict. 

The dynamiter and the bomber, 
operating furtively and swiftly by 
night, have supplanted hooded 
bands and lynching mobs, Only 
one lynching was reported in the 
South last year, but other forms 
of intimidation are increasing. 

This crowded city of ex- 
tremes of wealth and poverty 
and other diverse elements has 
become a capital of violence. 
More than 15 dynamitings and 
attempted dynamitings have oc- 
curred here in recent months 
involving the destruction of un- 
oecupied Negro hemes, in Car- 
ver village, a Negro housing 
development, the attempted de- 
struction of Jewish synagogues 
and a Roman Catholic church. 

No major arrests have been 
made although the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation has 
been ordered to conduct an all- 
out inquiry with instructions to 


apprehend the culprits and 
then determine jurisdiction. Ef- 
forts of local authorities have 
been fruitless, despite rewards 
totaling $10,000. 

The Christmas night murder of 
Harry T. Moore, Florida head of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 
and his wife at their Mims, Fia., 
home, near Daytona Beach, at- 
tracted national attention, but 
wanton dynamitings and house 
burnings, some to settle personal 
feuds continue. They have taken 
place not only in this city and 
in other Florida communities but 
at such widely separated points 
as Dallas, Tex., Birmingham, Ala., 
New Orleans, La., Atlanta, Ga. 
and in various isolated rural dis- 


tricts.

RUSSIA ANNOUNCES 
16 PCT, INCREASE IN 
PRODUCTION IN 1951 


MOSCOW, Jan. 29 (AP)—The 
Soviet Union announced today 
that its industrial production in 
1951 was 16 per cent higher than 
in 1950, 

The general income of workers 
and peasants increased by 10 per 
cent during the year, said the an- 
nual communique of the Central 
Statistical Administration. 


Industrial production as a 
whole exceeded the 1951 state 
plan by 3% per cent, it said, al- 
though three branches fell short 
of their goals. These three were 
timber, with 94 per cent of its 
quota, cotton growing, 99.7 per 
cent, and railways, 99.1 per cent, 
the communique said. 


The communique reported in- 
creases in the production of such 
basic materials as steel, cohl, oil 
and rubber, and also of vital ma- 
chinery and finished goods. 


It also said the output of con- 
Sumer goods and sales of food- 
Stuffs to the population increased 
by a significant margin, providing 
a net increase-in living standards. 
Steel output was reported to 
have gained 15 per cent qver 1950. 
No exact figure was given.

PARIS, Jan. 29 (AP)—With 
almost half the member nations 
declining to vote, the United Na- 
tions Political Committee today 
condemned the Soviet Union as 
having failed to honor its 1945 
treaty of friendship with the Chi- 
nese government of Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek. 

The vote, 24 to 9, with 25 ab- 
stentions, came shortly after So- 
viet Delegate Jacob A. Malik 
charged that under the direction 
of two American generals there 
is being built up in Burma a 
Chinese Nationalist “shock force, 
armed to the teeth, which at any 
moment can provoke aggression.”

BOSTON, Jan. 29 (AP)—Dennis 
W. Delaney, ousted collector of 
internal revenue for Massachu- 
setts, was sentenced today to two 
years in prison and fined $10,500 


on conviction of receiving $7500 
in bribes. and falsifying that 
$180,000 in tax liens had been 
satisfied. 

United States District Judge 
Charles E. Wyzanski Jr. sen- 
tenced Delaney to two years on 
each of three counts in an in- 
dictment which charged he re- 
ceived $7500 to influence tax de- 
cisions. The court ordered that 
the terms be served concurrently. 

He also fined Delaney $2500 
on each count—the amounts he 
was accused of soliciting and re- 
ceiving. 

The sentence included disqual- 
ification of Delaney to “hold any 
position of honor and profit” in 
the Government. 

Judge Wyzanski said he had no 
alternative but to pronounce sen- 
tence on a second indictment un- 
der which Delaney was convicted 
in three counts of falsifying tax 
liens, although he said to De- 
laney: 

“In my view it is quite differ- 
ent and shows you received no 
advantage of any kind for sign- 
ing these false certificates or that 
the Government was damaged in 
any way.” 

He went on to fine Delaney the 
minimum of $1000 on each of 
these three counts and to sen- 
tence him to six months on each 
count, the sentences to be served 
concurrently with the other sen- 
tences. 

He then suspended the six- 
month sentences. 

A motion for a new trial was 
overruled. 

Judge Wyzanski said in im- 
posing sentence he was not being 
influenced by the nation-wide tax 
scandals. or the fact that two 
other former Internal Revenue 
collectors (one of them James P. 
Finnegan of St. Louis) await trial. 
However, the judge said, Dela- 
ney’s bribe-taking “exposed the 
revenue system to new risks” 
and “affected the confidence of 
the people in the integrity of the 
Government,”

In 
addition, those who can afford it 
may have to pay for dentistry, 
wigs, hearing aids and other 
items.

The action came less than two 
weeks after Prime Minister 
Churchill assured Congress “I 
have not come here to ask you 
for money.” Actually, Harriman 
disclosed, negotiations for assist- 
ance were in progress before 
Churchill sailed for the Wnited 
States.

W. Stuart Symington returned 
home to private life yesterday 
after six and one-half years in 
government service amid recur- 
ring reports that many Missouri- 
ans would like to see him run 
for the United States Senate. 

But Symington, who dislikes 
political brawls, said he is “not 
available” as a senatorial candi- 
date. 

“I am not a politician and I 
have no _ political ambitions,” 
Symington said. “Some people, 
many of them right here in St. 
Louis, have been kind enough to 
ask me to run for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for senator. 

“IT am going to meet with a 
group of these folks this week 
and I am going to have to tell 
them I am not available.” 

Asked About Truman. 
Asked if one of the “kind peo- 
ple” was President Truman, Sym- 
ington replied, with a smile: 


Donald, former chairman of the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, is confirmed as his suc- 
cessor. President Truman’s nomi- 
nation of McDonald is under bit- 
ter criticism 'by some senators 
because a House committee is 
investigating SEC operations un- 
der McDonald’s tenure.

Symington, relaxing in his home 
on Ladue road in St. Louis coun- 
ty, said he intends to “slide away 
and collect my thoughts.” 

“Physically, I feel fine,” he 
said, “but I’ve been so close to 
the forest I can’t see it now for 
the trees.” 

He will go to California in 
about a week on personal busi- 
ness, then return to St. Louis 
for departure to Jamaica, British 
West Indies, for an extended 
vacation with Mrs. Symington. 

He said he would make known 
his personal plans for the future 
by April 1, which is 28 days be- 
fore the deadline for filing by 


senatorial candidates.

Union Chief Denounces 
‘Compromise’ Plan — 
Sharply Cross - Exam- 
ines Eadie,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29—John 
L. Lewis was scheduled to take 
the witness stand before a Sen- 
ate Labor subcommittee today to 
plead for federal control over 
mine safety. 


The United Mine Workers chief, 
who broke in twice yesterday to 
ridicule proposals of coal opera- 
tors, denouncing as “shameful” 
one compromise plan, headed a 
list of union representatives who 
will appear before the committee 
on conclusion of testimony by the 
operators. 

Lights Into Eadie. 

In another exchange with wit- 
nesses yesterday, Lewis lit into 
Illinois Mine Director Walter 
Eadie who had been discussing 
the disaster last Dec. 21 in Orient 
Mine No. 2 at West Frankfort, 
Ill., in which 119 men were 
killed. 

Eadie, a big slow-spoken for- 
mer manager of the Chicago Wil- 
mington & Franklin Coal Co. 
mine in which the explosion oc- 
curred, was given a rough time 
by Lewis, whose questions were 
quick and biting. 

“If you think, as you obviously 
do, that the mine was safe, why 
did it blow up?” asked Lewis, 
glaring at the witness from a 
distance of a dozen feet. 

“I must have been mistaken,” 
replied Eadie, adding that there 
was nothing out of order in the 
mine from the standpoint of II- 
linois law. Federal inspectors 
had reported quantities of me- 
thane excessive by federal but 
not by Illinois standards. 

“You know the men shouldn’t 
have been permitted to enter that 
night, without having precautions 
taken in that area,” said Lewis. 

“I think they should have had 
a man in there,” said Eadie, 
meaning that a watchman should 
have been stationed at the point

A large firecracker, for in- 
stance, was thrown from a car 
under this correspondent’s hotel 
room window, shortly after a man 
purporting to represent the Ku 
Klux Klan had telephoned him 
on the pretext of saying that a 
local Klan leader would like to 
see him.

ORLANDO, Fila., Jan. 29 (AP) 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, flew 
back to Washington today after 
a one-day tour of Florida where 
he made three speeches and held 
two press conferences in his cam- 
paign for the presidential nomi- 
nation.

MANILA, Jan. 29 (UP)—Jap- 
anese Gen. Shigenori Kuroda per- 
sonally thanked President Elpidio 
Quirino today for pardoning him 
from a life prison sentence for 
alleged war crimes. 

The onetime “playboy general” 
-who was converted to Christian- 
ity while in prison, called on the 
President at the palace. Stand- 
ing beside Quirino’s desk he 
thanked the President in a low 
voice. 

Kuroda was convicted by a 
Philippine military commission in 
1949 of responsibilty for 2873 
atrocity deaths of Americans, Fili- 
pinos and other Allied nationals 
during a campaign conducted on 
Panay island in 1943 by a sub- 
ordinate. The late Gen. Tomo- 
yuki Yamashita, who relieved 
Kuroda, accused him of spending 
$itoo much time in Manila night 
iL clubs. 

Quirino. said he. pardoned Ku- 
roda partly because he hoped it 
{i would improve relations between 
the. two countries. “Something 
must be done to prepare ground 
for closer and friendlier rela- 
tions between the Philippines and

Couldn’t Get in 
Shape by March, 
Walcott Says

ROCHESTER, N.Y., Jan. 29 
(UP)—Tears in his eyes and his 
shoulders bowed as they never 
were in the ring, an embittered 
Jersey Joe Walcott asserted today 
that he “hadn’t made $15” since 
winning the world heavyweight 
championship and couldn’t pos- 
sibly defend the crown in March. 


“I promised God that if he 
saw fit to make me champion I 
would do some good with the 
title,” he said. “That’s what I've 
been doing with charity appear- 
ances. I’ve been defending the 
title every day for the youth of 
the country.” 

Caught in a squeeze in which 
the New York Boxing Commis- 
sion and the National Boxing As-. 
sociation are demanding a de- 
fense by March, Jersey Joe’s voice 
shook as he pleaded his inability 
to be in fighting trim by that 
time. 

“It will take me at least two 
months to get in top shape,” said 
the man who startled the sports 
world last July by knocking out 
Ezzard Charles for boxing’s most 
coveted championship. “I wanted 
a full year before defending the 
title figuring on a big outdoor 
fight in June.” 

In that time he explained he 
hoped to put the constant charity 
requests behind him and make a 
lucrative exhibition tour. 

“Up till now, I’ve tried to show 
the youth of the nation that with 
honesty, sincerity, hard work and 
faith in God you can accomplish 
anything. I have six children of 
my own and I know as they do, 
too, what it is to ‘be without.” 

His voice quivering with emo- 

tion, Walcott said that life since 
winning the title has been a mad 
merry-go-round, mostly in char- 
ity appearances. 
“If they want to persecute me 
for that,” he asserted, “I'll have 
to be satisfied. But,.i? they took 
the title from me and I never 
fought again, I’d still be content. 
I could have moved from the poor 
neighborhood in which [I live, 
built myself a home on a hill, 
and fenced myself in. But I want- 
ed to do something for the kids 
—the poor kids.” 

In shape, insisted the man who 
will be 38 years old on Thurs- 
day, “I can lick anybody in the 
world.”

be turned somehow to diplomatic profit. The new government 


of Premier Aly Maher has come into being with uncertain prospects. 
Its weakness lies in the fact that it is composed of independents and 
has only a limited popular following. Its hope of survival depends 
on its ability to produce results in the international and domestic 
fields without compromising Egyptian Nationalist aspirations. 


It is an emergency government. 
It can, if necessary, rule by de- 
cree for any period up to three 
months, but it must, at the end of 
that time, face the test of national 
elections if constitutional proce- 
dure is followed. 

Diplomatic observers here ex- 
pect no drastic change in Egypt’s 
fundamental demands on Britain 
as a result of the change of gov- 
ernment. The demand for with- 
drawal of British troops from the 
Suez Canal Zone, for example, 
now is deeply rooted in the na- 
tional psychology. 

New Approach Hoped For. 

What is hoped for is a new ap- 
proach to the Anglo-Egyptian dis- 
pute, one based on willingness to 
negotiate and explore and talk out 
all means to a solution which 
might fit in with Egypt’s require- 
ments. A major difficulty in the 
past has been the insistence by 
the Wafdist government then in 
power on evacuation first and 
negotiation afterward. It is hoped 
by many observers here that the 
new government will show a more 
reasonable attitude. 

Certainly, too, the new gov- 
ernment’s chances of continuing 
in office hinge in a very consid- 
erable measure on an under- 
standing attitude on the part of 
Britain and the United States. 

Egyptian hostility toward Brit- 
ain, intensified by the British 
roundup of Egyptian police at 
Ismailia, is no less bitter today 
than it was before the cabinet 
change. Concessions must be 
made if an agreement is to be 
reached. The dismissal of the 
Nahas government, and especially 
of its uncompromising Foreign 
Minister, has removed a major 
obstacle. But so many problems 
remain that it is much too early 
for optimism. 

Wafdists and Army. 

Among them are (1) whether 
the deposed Wafdist party, which 
swept the last elections in Egypt 
and still commands a wide pop- 
ular following, will continue ‘to 
support the new government and 
(2) the attitude of the army, 
which at present holds a key po- 
sition, with the country under 
martial law. 

The extremists have suffered 
at least a temporary setback as a 
result of the riots at Cairo Satur- 
day. One of them who is under 
arrest, Ahmed Hussein, head of 
a “Socialist” party, is more 
Fascist than Communist in. his 
personal outlook, but for some 
time he has been following the 
Communist line and urging au- 
diences to look toward Russia 
rather than toward the West. 

Hassan El-Hodeiby, head of the 
fanatically religious Moslem 
Brotherhood, has issued a state- 
ment condemning the disorders. 


Factor of Social Discontent. 

Extremism will remain an im- 
portant factor in the Egyptian 
situation as long as it can feed 
successfully on unsatisfied nation- 
alism and on social discontent. 
Some observers feel that the fail- 
ure of the Nahas government was 
less in its policy toward Britain 
than in its tolerance of corruption 
and its lack of action to alleviate 
economic hardships. 

The riots at Cairo were not only 
a manifestation against Britain. 
They were also a reaction of the 
poor against the pleasure-loving 
rich. The’ new government’s 
prospects will be enhanced if it 
tackles this problem energetically. 

Taken individually, the mem- 
bers of the Aly Maher cabinet 
have a better reputation than 
their predecessors for personal in- 
tegrity. But they will have to 
pass the test of power. It is evi- 
dent the new government is tread- 
ing on eggs,and must move cau- 
tiously if it is to retain public 
support. 

Aly Maher ‘Stanch Patriot.’ 

The newspaper Al Zaman said: 
“We wish to assure British news- 
papers which have expressed sat- 
isfaction with Aly Maher’s ap- 
_ pointment as Premier that he is 

far from being a ‘moderate’ in 
the sense they understand. He 
' ds a stanch patriot, whose aim 
will be realization of Egypt’s na- 
tional demands.” 

Western diplomats here were 
' privately hopeful nevertheless 
that the cabinet change will bring 
a turn for the better in relations 
between Egypt and the West. 
They based this hope on a belief 
that the newcomers in the gov- 
ernment are by background and 
temperament more favorably dis- 
posed toward co-operation with 
the West than were the men they 
have replaced. But they can go

Farouk is said to be well aware 
of the Communist danger in the 
Middle East: He realizes his own 
country is a fertile field for Com- 
munists to sow their seeds of dis- 
content. The flow of Communist 
propaganda literature has in- 
creased steadily in the country. 
Farouk’s best bet for security lies 
with the West. 

Besides, there’s a human inter- 
est angle in the picture. Farouk 
has just become the father of a 
boy for the first time. He waited 
a long time for a son. Like any 
father, he is concerned about his 
son’s future. 

Now—with a throne to safe- 
guard for his son—Farouk may 
be what the West sorely needs 
in the Middle East—a leader who 
knows hatred of the West is. no 
excuse for rushing crazily into 
Communist slavery. 

Aly Maher, the new Premier, 
has no reputation here for being 
pro-British. In fact, he was jailed 
for 31 months during the war by 
his predecessor, Nahas, on sus- 
picion of having slipped to the 
Italians some British plans for 
the defense of Egypt. 

The 68-year-old Maher at least 
is not committed to the policies 
of Nahas, who v’as getting some 


support from Egypt’s few Social- 
ists and Communists. Along with 
some army chiefs, he probably 
recognized that the turmoil bene- 
fited Communists and packed a 
danger to the throne and the Gov- 
ernment. He is one of Egypt’s 
richest landowners. 
Old Friend of King’s. 

In the change, Farouk got rid 
of a man with whom he had 
feuded, and turned to a friend 
who had been an adviser since the 
King at 16 ascended the throne. 

The King, so the story goes, 
never cared for Nahas after the 
day in 1942 when British tanks 
forced the monarch to accept Na- 
has as Premier. 

The army of German Marshal 
Rommel were within hours of 
Alexandria, the Egyptian summer 
capital. When Farouk refused a 
British request to name the pro- 
Ally Nahas, two British tanks 
rumbled through the gates of Ab- 
din Palace in Cairo. British 
troops surrounded the building, 
and Sir Miles Lampson, then Brit- 
ish Ambassador now Lord Kil- 
learn, marched into Farouk’s 
study. Farouk complied, but with 
this parting shot at the Ambassa- 
dor: “Sir Miles, you will regret 
this day.” 

Farouk also got rid of Ferag El 
Din, who as Interior Minister di- 
rected the actual fighting against 
the British. Just how sympa- 
thetic he is to the fellahin—the 
great segment of Egypt’s labor- 
ing class—might be judged from

If Mr. Soest in his 
good judgment refuses to discharge a 
boy. héefore he merits release he may 
antagénize some mam or woman who 
makes’ the request. 

But the Board of Children Guardians 
and especially the Bellefontaine Com- 
mitfeé should rejoice in such independ- 
enc#.’’

In these 12 months, going on 13, the grand 
jurors have investigated the complex ramifica- 
tions leading up to the indictment of James P. 
Finnegan, former Collector of Internal Revenue 
here, including the Nicaro Nickel Co. deal in 
Cuba and the $50,000 fee from the Zenith Radio 
Corp. 

They have investigated charges of an offer to 
“fix” a tax claim of the May Department Stores 
Co., indicted some 12 persons for tax evasion and 
heard charges by the president of the Chamber 
of Commerce, George C. Smith, regarding the 
damage-suit situation in St. Louis. 

Truly the St. Louis grand jury has made itself 
a bright spot in citizen administration of the 
law. Another bright spot is the Brooklyn grand 
jury which has been at work for more than two 
years ferreting out corruption in the police de- 
partment of New York City. 

At a time when so many officials are proving 
derelict to their trust, it is especially heartening 
to see plain citizens discharging their trusts with 
exceptional fidelity and thoroughness. 

As long as there are grand jurors like those 
of St. Louis and Brooklyn, popular government 
is far more virile and more secure than, in mo- 
ments of black revelation, it must sometimes 
seem, 
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Senator Lehman’s Warning 

Senator Lehman of New York has a conscience 
as uncompromising as any member of Congress. 
In 1950 he was one of the handful who voted 
against the McCarran Act and then supported 
the presidential veto. He was the only Senator 
so to vote who had to go before the voters that 
year. | 

It was to be expected, therefore, that when 
Senator Lehman spoke out on corruption in the 
Truman Administration he would hit it hard. 
He did. Speaking before the National Women’s 
Democratic Club in Washington he said: 


If the Government does not pursue 
prompt and vigorous action to dismiss and 
punish those who have betrayed their trust, 
the Democratic party will not hold or de- 
serve the confidence of the people. 


Because he knows that bribe-taking cannot ex- 
ist without bribe-giving, Senator Lehman went 
on to say that for every reprehensible act on the 
part of a Government employe there is a repre- 
hensibie act on the part of some private citizen. 
As he put it, the processes of justice must ‘“‘con- 
demn those who seek to subvert as well as those 
who are subverted.” 

By the way, how is the White House’s “drastic 
action” against the grafters coming along? 
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Please, Not Again! 

Some of the noises proceeding from the Mid- 
west Democratic Conference at Kansas City sug- 
gest that this year, yet again, the “prosperity” 
theme will be heavily played in the presidential 
campaign. 

No doubt there are some new voters who 
have not heard it. But old-timers who have been 
reminded, of the 1932 price of corn in every 
campaign for the last 20 years can only face the 
prospect of another round with dread. 

Senator Kerr tries to furbish the old chestnut 
by making his pitch on nine-cent oats instead of 
10-cent corn, because “oats” rhymes with “mink 
coats.” But for all practical purposes it is still 
the same o]d chestnut. The Democréats are so 
wedded to the cliche that prosperous voters 
never turn out a sitting Administration that they 
are driven by a strong inner compulsion to the 
proposition that their party equals prosperity 
and the opposition party equals depression. 

Probably nothing can be done about this. But 
one can wish that a little more candor would be 
applied to the present economic ‘state of the 
union. Today’s high levels of income, production 
and employment are squarely based on a tre- 
mendous rearmament program, and it is fair 
to ask whether the result can properly be de- 
scribed as “prosperity.” 

Whatever the right word, economic activity 
which depends upon military activity can be 
viewed as a necessity, but hardly as a desirable 
condition. We should rather like to see political 
hosannahs for prosperity reserved for that. type 
of prosperity which rests on a sounder and 
healthier base. | 


Blocking New. Schools 

Alderman Alfred I. Harris has thrown up what 
might well become a serious roadblock in the 
path of the Board of Education’s program for 
building new schools. Chairman Oscar A. Fhr- 
hardt of the School Board’s legislative commit- 
tee even goes so far as to say it would “scuttle” 
the board’s present buildirtg plans. 

The Harris roadblock consists of a bill that 
would have the effect of prohibiting lightweight 
structural steel construction in the new schools. 
It would require instead the use of heavy steel 
and masonry, a type school officials have been 
attempting to shy away from because of cost 
factors and the short supply of heavy steel. 

The essential question posed by the Harris 
bill is a technical one: Is the lighter construction 
advocated by the School Board safe and free 
from fire hazards? School officials say it is. The 
Aldermen themselves are on record as. holding 
the same opinion. Only last Oct. 26, over the 
Mayor’s veto, they passed on ordinance permit- 
ting the light construction. In effect, the Harris 
bill would repeal that action. 

Why, then, doés Mr. Harris. propose such an 
about face?. Has there been any drastic change 
in the situation since last October? Or has he 
been hearing from his political tutor, Matt 
O'Neill, Democratic committeeman in Mr. Har- 
ris’ Twenty-second Ward? Mr. O’Neill is an im- 
portant factor in North St. Louis politics, He 
also is a business agent of the Bricklayers’ 
Union.

The committees, both 
Dirksen and Maybank agreed, also ought to have 
on their side of the table men thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the various. governmental depart- 
ments and capable of giving well-founded advice 
on what is essential and what is unnecessary, 
what is economical and what is wasteful. 

This is hardly. the first time that the desira- 
bility of such a congressional staff of experts 
has been brought up. Yet Congress so far has 
been amazingly reluctant to appropriate the 
relatively small amount necessary for the em- 
ployment of such a staff, the millions which 
could save billions. — ; 

There are other weaknesses in the way Con- 
gress hands out the taxpayers’ dollars, but this 
one is fundamental. At a time when expendi- 
tures are growing in complexity and in amount, 
Congress ought to know more than can possibly 
be found in relatively short committee hearings 
and even shorter debates. And this fuller infor- 
mation ought to come from competent men other 
than those asking for the money. This is essen- 
tial if Congress is to trim with a skillful scalpel 
instead of a clumsy meat ax. 

Since the gentleman from Illinois and the gen- 
tleman from South Carolina understand this, 
perhaps they will see that something is done 
about it. 
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A Valuable Missouri Trust 


Gov. Smith’s appointment of Roscoe B. Clark 
of University City to succeed the late Clifford W. 
Gaylord of St. Louis on the Missouri Conserva- 
tion Commission is a reminder of the important 
public trust which this state agency holds. For- 


tunately it has not been necessary to come to 


its defense in recent months although the politi- 
cal meathounds are never far away. 

Since the commission’s earliest days, when 
the late E. Sydney Stephens of Columbia was its 
first chairman, this body has served the people 
of Missouri by protecting the state’s wildlife 
and encouraging the return of game and fish to 
regions from which both had been almost oblit- 
erated, 

Former Senator Frank P. Briggs of Macon, 
Dru L. Pippin of Waynesville and Joseph Rob- 
erts of Gallatin are the three members with 
whom Mr. Clark will serve. These men have a 
splendid tradition in their care. The people of 
Missouri expect them to do as well if not better 
than their predecessors. 
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Where Prices Are Not Soft 


Of six components in the cost-of-living index, 
the widely heralded “softening” of prices has so 
far shown up only in two. This is the back- 
ground of Price Director DiSalle’s timely warn- 
ing to Congress against any disposition to relax 
price controls. 

The Government figures the cost of living 
index by studying retail prices in large cities for 
food, clothing, rent, utilities, housefurnishings 
and miscellaneous items customarily bought by 
moderate-income families. Only the indexes for 
clothing and housefurnishings today are lower 
than the peaks they reached in 195l1—and very 
slightly lower at that. In every other category, 
the indexes continue to rise. In food particularly 
the rise is steady and seemingly inexorable. 

So Mr. DiSalle properly informs Congress. that 
bringing food prices under control must remain 
a key objective of the stabilization program. It 
was largely the increased price of fresh fruits 
and vegetables—some having more than dou- 
bled in price during the last year—that kept 
boosting food costs. in recent months. Farmers’ 
costs for feed grains and labor have been rising 
steadily, and these must be brought under con- 
trol if food prices are to be checked. 

Surely the facts are plain. Some prices may 
have slacked off, but the threat of further infla- 
tion remains clear and present, In such a situa- 
tion it would be folly to weaken again an already 
all-too-weak price control structure. 
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Emancipated Women 

The Nineteenth Amendment, recognizing the 
right of women to hold their own opinions and 
to vote accordingly, may be all right for the 
United States, but its spirit apparently has not 
touched the American Legion and its Auxiliary. 

Anyway Mrs. Euga A. Campbell, president of 
the Auxiliary, led a walk-out from a. national 
conference of 38 women’s patriotic organizations 
in Washington when resolutions were proposed 
which Mrs. Campbell found to be at variance 
with political positions taken by the Legion. 

The Auxiliary, she said, is “fully and unalter- 
ably” bound to the Legion. It may seek informa- 
tion at a gathering such as the one in Washing: 
ton; but it is to take no action on such informa- 
tion. Apparently, it is for the Legion to make 
decisions, and for the Auxiliary to “do and die.” 

This attitude, of course, is strictly the business 
of the Legion and its distaff branch. Far be it 
from us to get between men and women or td 
protest such sweet subjection. All we want to do 
is record the item for future anthropologists 
who might be taken in by indications that the 
twentieth century American woman ruled the 
roost and called the tune. 
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Mine Safety Progress 

At last Congress is beginning to do something 
about mine safety., Hearings are being held on 
the hills to put teeth into the federal mine code 
and a body of strong support is being built up. 

John L. Lewis, head of the United: Mine Work- 
ers, is more vocal than ever before—this time 
he testified vehemently even before he was 
called on. Gov. Stevenson, whose state has seen 
both the Centralia and West Frankfort horrors, 
deplores the failure of state enforcement and 
goes on record in favor of federal action. 

Congress cannot pass adequate mine legisla- 
tion too soon. If it errs, let it make its mistake 
this time on the side of stringency and the pro- 
tection of lives. Never again in this country 
should one mine explosion make 111 widows 
and 176 orphans—as did that at West Frankfort.

Senator McClellan's committee has become a pigeonhole where 
bills for betterment of Executive Department are rotting; measures 
should never have been referred there, N.C, newspaper says; 
further procrastination on overdue improvements is “indefensible,”

We will hear much talk during this ses- 
sion of Congress about increasing the 
economy and efficiency of the Federal 
Government. Whether or not we also get 
action from Congress will depend a lot on 
one man, Senator McClellan of Arkansas, 
and the other members of his Committee 
on Expenditures in the Executive Depart- 
ment, which includes Senator Hoey. 


Twenty bills remaining before Congress 
would enact the unadopted portions of the 
Hoover Report, thus saving an estimated 
several billions annually and decreasing 
much of the duplicating snarl of adminis- 
trative red tape. The Senate versions of 
13 of these bills went to the McClellan 
Committee. 


Some of these bills, we believe, have no 
business before this committee. Take the 
Agriculture Department bill, for example. 
The House version of this bill is, properly, 
before the Agriculture Committee. The 
Interior Department bill which would con- 
solidate duplicating public works develop- 
ment is before the House Committee on 
Interior and Insular Affairs. Also, the 
bills pertaining to the Labor and Treasury 
Departments are, respectively, in the 
House Committees on Education and Labor 
and Ways and Means. And the »dill which 
would streamline the VA is before the 
House Committee on Veterans Affairs. 


But the Senate versions of all these bills 
are before the McClellan committee. Dur- 
ing the last session of Congress this com- 
mittee conducted staff studies of some of 
the bills, but no hearings were held on the 
majority of them, and only two were re- 
ported ouf, 


Senator Hoey told The News recently 
that all of these bills went to the McClellan 
Committee because that group by its na- 
ture deals with executive expenditures and 
was making a special study of the Hoover 
proposals. However, by that reasoning, it 
seems all the Hoover proposals—and many 
other bills—would come before the com- 
mittee, which is now overburdened. 


These bills apparently did go before 
the McClellan committee as a result of con- 
nivance designed ta pigeonhole them, but 
by direction of the Senate parliamentarian. 
The practical result, however, has been 
delay, because Senator McClellan in sev- 


‘eral instances opposed the majority recom- 


mendations of the Hoover Commission, of 
which he was a member. 

For instance: 

The two Interior Department bills logi- 
cally belong~in Senator O’Mahoney’s In- 
terior and Insular Affairs Committee, or 
the Public Works Committee. headed by 
Senator Chavez.

He 
delivered an impassioned minority dissent 
to the Hoover Commission recommenda- 
tions regarding the Interior Department. 


“Combining all construction in one de- 
partment will give the head of that depart- 
ment almost dictatorial power over the 
economical life of the nation,” he said. 


This danger may not be as grave as is 
retention of control over economy legisla- 
tion by one legislator subservient to a pow- 
erful lobby. 

Senator McClellan also dissented from 
the majority recommendation of the com- 
mission regarding establishment of a unit- 
ed Federal medical administration. This 
bill, which he got, logically belonged to 
Senator Murray's Labor and Public Wel- 
fare Committee. 


It appears that at least some of these 
important bills, then, are destined to rot 
in the McClellan committee, unless the 
Senate takes the unusual move of calling 
them out by majority vote, or unless con- 
siderable pressure is put on members of 
the committee. 

Democratic members of the committee, 
in addition to Chairman McClellan and 
Hoey, are O'Conor, Humphrey, Benton, 
Robertson, and .Monroney. Republican 
members are McCarthy, Mundt, Smith of 
Maine, Schoeppel, Dworshak and Nixon,

Between Book Ends 


Good Prose in an Obscure Novel 


A SEASON IN ENGLAND, by P. H. Newby. (Alfred 

A. Knopf, 304 pos. $3.) 

P. H. Newby is a British writer who has 
received considerable critical acclaim for 
his earlier novels, three of which have 
been published in this country. His latest 
novel is something of a disappointment. 

It is difficult to say precisely why his 
new book does not come off better than 
it does, for there is no gainsaying the fact 
that Mr. Newby can write simple and ef- 
fective prose of a high order. His descrip- 
tive passages are often fresh and unusu- 
ally vivid, and this applies to the descrip- 
tions of his characters as well as to the 
descriptions of their surroundings. This is 
the picture he gives of one of the import- 
ant persons in his story: 

“His long, narrow nose was his most 
prominent feature, his mouth was small 
and almost feminine in comparison, his 

deep-set eyes were 

veiled by thick, 

veined lids which 

seemed to bunch out 

aggressively under 

» his plumed eyebrows. 

The thin grey hair 

was at the front 

brushed firmly to 

the shape of his 

bony skull but at the 

back it was not so 

docile and here it 

bristled out like the 

wing of a goose. To 

caress this wing was 

one of his most char- 

acteristic gestures, 

while he stared boldly about, insolently al- 

most, with his slate-colored eyes. . . . His 

clothes were absurd. . . . He must have 

known that no other man in the whole 

country outside the walls of the more ex- 

pensive private mental institutions would 

ever dream, in the year 1945, of attiring 
himself in such a manner.” 

This is skillful writing, and the book is 
filled with such passages. But some of Mr. 
Newby’s characters lack depth; not enough 
of their background is presented to make 
their behavior reasonable. We do learn 
something of the early life of Guy Nash, 
son of the eccentric English couple in 
whose country home the events of a short 
summer season take place, but since his 
death has occurred several months before 
the opening of the story, we are less inter- 
ested than we would be in an explanation 
of the motives of the living characters.  . 

To classify the novel is difficult. If it is 
what is usually termed a psychological 
novel, Mr. Newby has failed to bring into 
clear relief the conflicts of his characters, 
though they all have. conflicts, There are 
times in his story when it is very close to 
the mystery novel. 

A rereading of some of Mr. Newby’s 
earlier work—‘“The Young May Moon,” for 
one—leads to the conclusion that what was 
good enough to be called genius by at 
least one critic was promise rather than 
fact. ALLAN COLE,

Three Years Ahead of Chinese 


The danger in this region, as in 
the rest of southern Asia and 
northern Africa, is not primarily 
or principally external, as Gov. 
Dewey assumed in his argument. 
The Chinese Communists have 
not invaded southeast Asia. There 
was a bitter and costly civil war 
in Indochina, there was a nasty 
guerrilla war in Malaya, long be- 
fore the Red Chinese entered 
southern China. 


The civil war in Indochina 
began on Dec. 19, 1946, when Ho 
Chi Minh launched a surprise at- 
tack on the French garrison in 
Hanoi and, as a recent State De- 
partment release puts is, “war- 
fare on the present scale com- 
menced.” Where were the Chi- 
nese Communists on Dec. 19, 
1946? More than 1500 miles 
away. 

They did not capture Mukden 
|in Manchuria until Nov. 1, 1948, 

almost two years later. The Chi- 

nese Communists. did not take 
Peiping until Jan. 22, 1949; they 
did not take Shanghai until May 
25, 1949; they did not take Can- 
ton until Oct. 15, 1949, and the 
Nationalists did not abandon the 
mainland until Dec. 8, 1949. The 
civil war in Indochina had been 
going on for three years before 
the Chinese Coma. even got 
to the Indochinese frontier... 

And as for Malaya, guerrilla 
warfare started early in 1948,

Of all 
that group only Romain Rolland remained’ neutral; he went 
to Switzerland and wrote “Above the Conflict.”

On Keeping the Bathroom Dry. 


URING the cold weather most 
[)osthrooms become sort of like 

the steaming jungles of The 
Belgian Congo or those of New 
Guinea—fine for growing wild 
orchids but not very comfortable 
for man. All this steam and fog 
is caused by excessive amounts of 
moisture in the air and conden- 
gation and it can be eliminated to 
a great extent. 


The outside walls of the bath- 
room should be insulated and the 
windows fitted with storm sashes. 
To prevent a lot of steam being 
added to the air each time you 
run a basin of water, a bath or 
take a shower, equip each fixture 


with a mixing faucet rather than 


the individual ones. 


Mixing faucets deliver a com- 
bination of hot and cold water at 
the correct temperature for wash- 
ing or bathing, consequently you 
don't get a flow of steaming hot 
water coming out of the faucet. 


If buying mixing valves is too 


‘expensive, reduce the tempera- 


ture of the hot water so that 
when it runs out of the tap it 
ene not create too much steam.

N the spring of of 1945, a letter 
written in the name of the 
French Communist leader, 


Jacques Duclos, exploded in the © 


faces of the party leadership in 


the. United States, and shook the 
ranks almost ‘as violently as the 


infamous 1941 somersault to sup- 
port the war. The Duclos affair 
was a full-scale internal revolt, 
although it was carefully screened 
from the public gaze. 

It squelched Earl Browder’s 
deviation and ended his hope of 
“American exceptionalism.” 

It rudely purged any illusions 
of future collaboration with cap- 
italism. 


It swerved the Communist party 
sharply to the left and pushed 
the nation closer to the ensuing 
Communist crisis. 

In my case, it moved me in 
from the perimeter toward the 
epicenter of conspiracy where I 
was in a better position to keep 
track of events for the FBI. 


The Communist atmosphere in 
the fall and winter of 1944-45 was 
charged with advance warnings 


of the Duclos storm. The tide of - 


war, both in Europe and the Pa- 
cific, had turned. 


Once again its was within the 
Communist youth organizations, 
with which I, as a party “floater,” 
was most intimately connected, 
that the signal flags first went 
up. Orders from above directed 
a tightening of policies and disci- 
pline within the ranks of Amer- 
ican Youth for Democracy, of 
which I was the state treasurer. 
After reaching a peak of more 
than 1500 dues-paying members 
in the Boston area, A.Y.D. rapidly 
lost ground on its win-the-war 
program. 


A special meeting was called 
at the apartment of Dave and 
Barbara Bennett to start a new 
membership drive for the youth 
group. 

It was also time to screen the 
A.Y.D. membership for possible 
recruits for the regular Commu- 
nist party. The word came down 
to open a “leadership training 
course” for hand-picked young- 
sters who might be good pros- 
pects. A national party function- 
ary, Marcella Sloane, was sent 
to Boston to direct the training 
personally. 

Classes were held at the big 
A.Y.D. auditorium on Hunting- 
ton avenue. They followed the 
pattern of my own pre-induction 
schooling in 1942. Marxism was 
cleverly and covertly woven into 
a study fabric made up of the 
most acute postwar issues, many 
of which were to be found even 
in the Republican and Demo- 
cratic platforms. Among them 
were fair employment practices 
legislation, federal aid to educa- 
tion, support of the Dumbarton 
Oaks agreement, measures to in- 
sure postwar jobs, and any issue

which might appeal to a progres- 
sive minded young person. 

There was no indoctrination in 
revolution, only the installation of 
ideas which would lead up to it, 
the first transplantation of the 
seeds of class strife, the theme 
that every social ill has its roots 
in capitalism. 

Some of the 65 carefully se- 
lected A.Y.D. fledglings dropped 
out midway in Marcella Sloane’s 
course, but most of them went 
on later to a post-graduate course 
by the Samuel Adams School for 
Social Studies, the educational 
center in Boston which was spon- 
sored and supported by the Com- 
munists even while the party de- 
nied it.

NCE again, the schooling con- 
() sistentiy stopped short of 

revolution; but whereas in 
their first indoctrination classes 
the social evils of capitalist de- 
mocracy were infused, now the 
discussions led to the absolute ne- 
cessity of making sharp changes 
in the social, economic and gov- 
ernmental system. 

Among the Instructors for the 
Sam Adams course was the 
school’s treasurer, Harry Winner, 
a Malden (Mass.) business man 
and executive with the Converse 
Rubber Co. for many years, a 
man whose’ talents as a teacher 
were widely appreciated by the 
party, even if they were over- 
looked by his business associates. 

I was assigned by district head- 
quarters to the task of infiltrat- 
ing a liberal group known as the 
Massachusetts Political Action 
Committee, to survey the organi- 
zation and determine whether the 
P.A.C. could be taken over and 
used as a political front by the 
party. I reported that I thought 
the committee, composed of true

liberals, was ill-suited to Com- 
munist party purposes, and that 
it might be better to establish 
a similar group of our own. Many 
others agreed with me. Thus Earl 
Browder’s flabby Communist Po- 
Association, which had 
shunned devisive politics during 
the war years, laid the ground- 
work for the Progressive party 
and direct engagement once more 
in the political arena. 

Working with Don Bollen, the 
A.Y.D. state chairman; Bob Mc- 
Carthy, national board member of 
A.Y.D.; Barbara Bennett, who re- 
placed Alice Gordon as district 
leader of Communist Youth Work; 
Beverly Franklin, who had special 
skill in raising A.Y.D. funds from 
the society ladies of Boston, and 
others, I drew up a plan for a 
“Youth on Parade” dinner, osten- 
sibly to pay homage to the youth 
of Boston for their sacrifices both 
at home and on the field of battle. 

We drew up a list of carefully 
selected young people to be the 
guests of honor and to receive 
certificates of achievement—a re- 
turning serviceman, a war worker, 
a nurse’s aid, a canteen worker, an 
artist, a musician, a youth leader. 
We corralled Dr. Hugh Cabot, a 
frequent sponsor of and contribu- 
tor to our causes, and a man 
whose name was synonymous with 
Boston, to officiate at the cere- 
monies. Prof. F. O. Matthiessen 
of Harvard was to be the chair- 
man of the evening. 

I made the final arrangements 
for the dinner to be held on the 
evening of March 19 at the Hotel 
Vendome in Boston. I was as- 
signed to write the letter solicit- 
ing the usual “sponsors” for the 
affair. After receiving the ap- 
proval of Communist party head- 
quarters, the letter was signed by 
Prof. Matthiessen.

HE Duclos letter was pub- 

lished in “Cahiers du Com- 

munisme,” the theoretical or- 
gan of the Communist party of 
France. Long winded and dull, 
replete with dialectical gymnas- 
tics, the letter was actually a di- 
rective from the international 
Communist movement, ordering 
the party of the United States to 
put its house in order. It was un- 
derstood to have the backing of 
the Kremlin, and it was accepted 
as law. 

Few people outside the party 
plowed through Duclos’s article, 
but it was widely circulated in 
the party as required reading. 
The letter pounced on the hapless 
Browder for dissolving the party 
and creating the Communist Po- 
litical Association. Duclos called 
for the rejection of collaboration, 
for the burial of the Communist 
Political Association, and _ the 
restoration of a powerful and mil- 
itantly Marxist Communist party 
in the United States.

was to serve as courier and 
emissary _between the district 
headquarters and the Malden 
branch of the party. 

“Go down to the Progressive 
Bookshop at 8 Beach street,” I 
was ordered by Dave Bennett, the 
state secretary, “and pick up some 
material there.” 


So I made my debut at the 
public propaganda headquarters 
of the Communist party in Bos- 
ton. The bookshop was a few 
doors down from Washington 
street. I was surprised to find 
my old Wakefield cell comrade, 
Frank Collier, in charge. He was 
as morose as I had remembered 
him, and. permitted himself no 
demonstration at seeing me again. 
The bookshop held shelves of 
Marxist-Leninist classics, current 
and back copies of Communist 
magazines, racks of the daily and 
Sunday “Worker.” Some books, 
such as the old reliable “History 
of the C.P.S.U.(\B.)” were sold to 
reliable customers. 


Collier packed up a bundle of 
pamphlets and circulars. “These 
go to 34 Holyoke street, Malden,” 
Frank told me. Under the sec- 
ond-floor apartment number giv- 
en to me there was listed simply 
the name, “Mills”—my old friend, 
Alice Mills, now the leader of the 
Malden branch. She was in 
charge of the activities of some 
100 party members in neighbor- 
hood cells in Malden, Somerville, 
Everett, Melrose, Walkefield and 
Stoneham. These cells were com- 
posed of residents of these com- 
munities, mostly workers and 
housewives. 


In the subsequent orientation 
meetings in Alice’s bailiwick, we 
disseminated the new party line 
down to the membership in prep- 
aration for the district conven- 
tion of the party scheduled for 
July. 

The Malden branch was in- 
structed to elect three delegates 
and three alternates to the con- 
vention. The windup saw me 
elected as one of the alternates 
on the six-man delegation, hap- 
pily for the FBI, because if they 
had asked me to “crash” the con- 
vention, I could not have done so. 
It was the most carefully guarded 
and closely secretive convention
